NITED Nations diplomats are look- 
ing to the United States for another 
major peace offensive in Viet Nam this 
coming Christmas-New Year's holiday. 
They fear, however,

a broadening of the 
list of permitted tar- 
gets to embrace steel 
and power plants and 
rai] yards previously 
considered off limits.

“ The other war, the big one 
that came when he was a 
settled family man in Canada, 
he rarely spoke of. 

Once, though, as we were 
tramping a stump- studded 
logging burn that climbed to a 
skyline of firescarred snags, 
he began to tell me how it 
was at Vimy, It was there, in 
the hellish battle from which 
no man came alive except by 
a miracle, that he lost his 
best friend to the shrapnel 
that dropped: them both. 

He did not ‘believe his 
friend's life was thrown away 
in a dubious cause, or that his 
own grievous wounds were for 
nothing. Perhaps today, ~ he 
might have entertained such 
thoughts ;. but life was simpler 
then, and we “had not learned 
to be skeptical.
